COMMIT CRIMES 
WITH IMPUNITY. 


Cuban Congress May Change 
the Immunity Law. 


Killing of Havana Police 
Chief Incenses People. 


Senators and Congressman 
Are Not Prosecuted. 


(BY CABLE AND A FP. TO THE TIMES} 

HAVANA, Aug. 2.—The question 
of the immunity of members of the 
Cuban Congress from the laws of the 
lands, so tragically brought into 
prominence by the killing July 7, of 
Gen. Riva, chief of the national po- 
lice, by Gen. Ernesto Asbert, Senator 
Morales and Representative Arias, is 
arousing the deepest interest all over 
the island. President Menocal has 
called a special session of Congress 
to consider the great question at is- 
sue—a matter of far greater impor- 
tafice than the bringing to trial of 
‘the murderers of Gen Rivam whether 
or not the present conditions under 
which the life of any one of the two 
million and odd citizens of Cuba is 
at the mercy of any member of the 
privileged class of 116 men compos- 
ing the two houses of the national 


the opinion is almost universal that 
any attempt to change the law will 


the| be attended with great confusion and 


endless difficulties. 

If no other reason existed, the final 
argument of self-defense would, it is 
believed, compel Congress to battle 
to the gasp against any modifi- 
cation of its rights of immunity. i 
these wefe surrendered, a notable 
proportion of the membership would 
at once become Hable to arrest and 
prosecution, in many instances on 
grave criminal charges. Out of a total 
of ninety-two representatives charges 
of one kind or another are reported 
to be pending against twenty-five. The 
proportion of accused in the Senate 
is not so high. In all these cases the 
consent of Congress to permit prose- 
ecution has been demanded and re- 
fused. Among the persons thus shield- 
ed by Congressional immunity are 
one Representative against whom 
charges have been brought by a 
young girl; several charged with se- 
duction, and one member accused of 
falsifying a public document. Since 
the inauguration of the first Cuban 
Congress the cloak of immunity has 
been often in demand, and a large 
number of Congressmen have found 
shelter uncer ita ample folds. 

Only once ‘as Co permitted 
the prosecution of one of ite mem- 
bers. The Representative so distin- 
guished was accused several jy 
ago of homicide. It was only at his 
own urgent request, after explaining 
that he had a perfect case of self- 
defense and was assured of acquit- 
tal, that Congress granted permission 
to prowecute. He was, however, con- 
victed and sentenced to a ! term, 
but was pardoned by the ent. 

Another reform which President 
Menocal ie most anxious to bring 
about is the abolition of the national 
custom of carrying concealed weap- 
ons, which is now well-nigh univer 
sal. All pistol Mcenres have been re- 
voked time and time again, only to 
be relesued, until the ranks of the 
regularly licensed “xunmen™ were re- 
ecruited to their customary strength. 
But these constitute only a amall pro- 
portion of the Cubans who habitua 
go armed, and would as soon thin 
of leaving home without a revolver 
and knife as without their hats. It 
is now proposed to prohibit the car- 
rying of weapons under the severest 
penalties, but there is Iittle reason to 
hope thet Congress can be induced 
even to consider such a law.

People Will Now Feel Results of Dangerous Legisla-» 
tion Forced Through by “Holy Hiram” and Bull Moose . 
Political Puriste—Some Laws Directly Aimed at State's 


Prosperity ; Others Ridiculous Freaks.

The workmen's compensation meas- 
ure is the most drastic employer's 
Mability bill ever introduced or passe! 
by any Legisiafwre in the United 
It i@ most revolutionary in 
character and would be a burden up- 
on every property owner in the State. 
It ia designed to shift the burden of 
responsibility for injuries or death of 
employees to the employer and is a 
blow directly aimed at industries in 
California, providing for and enforc- 
ing @ liability on the part of em- 
pleyers to compensate employees and 
the dependents of such for accidental 
injury or death in the course of em- 
ployment. It also creates an Indus- 
trial Accident Commission of three 
members to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor at fat salaries. It is a union 
labor measure, pure apd simple. 
Every sane and-loyal business man in 
the State is opposed to it. 

The water 
commission bill is one of the most 
vicious ever signed by the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of any State. It creates hun- 
dreads of jobs for shyster Buli Moose 
lawyers and vests with unlimited pow- 
er &@ commission of five at fat sal- 
aries to be named by the Governor. 

Every user of water in the State. 
with the exception of idie dreamers 
and faultfinders, is outspoken against 
the measure. Heney, the professiona! 
bor@er rufflan,‘the man behind the 
@angerous measure, says “it will work 
in favor of the poor man as against 
the big user of water.” 


LAWS THAT BENEFIT. 

Among the large nuntber of bills 
that will become effective on the 10th 
is the Hewitt bill giving the city of 
Los Angeles contro! over 650 acres of 
submerged tidelands fringing the har- 
bor and augmenting the city’s power 
as to the management and control of 
the harbor It gives the city abso- 
lute jurisdiction over the splendid 
harbor. Under its provisions the city 
will be able to establish additional! 
slips and carry out Engineer Good- 
rich’s plans for the improvement and 
development of the harbor. 

Other bills of importance to Los 
Angeles also offered by Hewitt anit 
signed are: An act giving the city the 
right to institute excess condemna- 
tion proceedings: aglaw to permit the 
sale of municipal bonds outside of the 
United States by making them pay- 
able in Lendon or some other for- 
eign «ity, and an ameéndntent to the 
Hammon act to compe! contrsctcrs to 
take sfammon act bonds in part pay- 
ment for work under the act. 

Lawyers say the excess condemna- 
tion law will result in saving %500.- 
000 annually to the taxpayers of this 
city. Los Angeles has condemned 
over %5.000.000 worth of property 
within the past five years. 

FRAMED BY UNIONITES. 


Another bill that will become ef- 
fective is the net container act which 
met with fierce opposition during the 
setsion. This law was resisted by the 
commercial organizations of this city, 
but was pushed through in spite of 
their bitter opposition. The union 
labor bosses framed it.

Inconsistencies, Discrepancies and Needless Loss, All 
Due to Lack of System, Disclosed by Investigation, 
and Efficiency Bureau Plan Recommended as Remedy 
Adopted by Budget Committee—W hat It Means.

ALIENT POINTS in the findings of the- Municipal League Efficiency 
Committee, whose investigation work has been indorsed by the 
league's executive committee, encouraged by the Mayor and Ft 


Efficiency Bureau, are: 
Unbusinessitke lack of system in administering city affairs is need- 
lessly costing $500,000 annually. Every cent of thie can be saved by 
an efficiency bureau, when its maximum accomplishment 
reached and with the unstinted cooperation of every city employee. 

A saving of $6000 can be effected in one city department by the 
introduction of a single change in methods. Other changes in the same 
department would save a total of $14,000 agnually. 

The committee recommends as an adequate remedy the immediate 
institution of an efficiency bureau with a high-salaried business special- 
ist at its head, the total cost of the department to be $15,000 annually. 

Other recommendations include standardization of salaries, service 
pensions and disability protection, high school course in public service 
and a new City Hall properly arranged and equipped.

The cantaloupe crop aggregated 
6000 acres of 200 crates to the acre 
and averaging fifty cantaloupes to the 
crate, making a total of a little over 
half a cantaloupe—one breakfast por- 
tleon—for every man, woman and 
child in the United States. 

The growers have had exceptional 


success this season. There has been 


mo time during the shipping season 
when it was necessary to curtall ship- 
ments, as in past years. Prices have 
been kept up to a point where a rea- 
sonable profit is assured and growers 
as well as shippers are pleased over 
the outlook. 

Nearly all of the Imperial Valle 
cantaloupe crop is marketed in the 
Bast and the Middle West. Hereto- 
tore marketing conditions have been 
such thet the crop has not been con- 
sidered a safe one for any but exper!- 
enced growers. During the past two 
years the commission men have 
been brought in closer touch with the 
growers; cantaloupes are now shipped 
to the markets demanding them and 
there ie no flooding of any particular 
market by one commission 


firm with 


a view to crushing a rival in that par- 
ticular locality. 
The growers will this year net close 


to $1 per crate for the entire season 
which means a profit of approx!i- 
mately $150 per acre. Cantaloupes 
have ranged from $2 to $5 per crate 
te the consumer. 

The grape crop follows closely the 
finish of cantaloupe shipments and 
the shippers are now just finishing the 
shipment of 100 cars of Imperial Val- 
ley grapes, nearly all of which were 
forwarded by express in car lots to 
eastern points. 


Imperial Valley grapes are the first 
on the market in the United States 
and therefore bring top prices. The 
average production is 250 crates per 
acre and the net price this season is 
close to $1-——-this being after paying 
all expenses, including express and 
icing, which amounts to something 
like 40 cents per crate.

ANAMACANAL 
IN FINAL STAGE. 


PRACTICALLY FINISHED WHEN 
LAKE GATE WAS CLOSED. 


[Chicago Record - Herald:) The 
Panama Canal is practically com- 
pleted and only finishing touches and 
supplemental draining work remains 
to be done, 

According to the Cana! Record, the 
official organ of the Canal Commis- 
sion, the canal was practically com- 
pleted on June 27, when the spiliway 
of Gatun Lake was finally closed. The 
lake is to form one of the links in 
the canal, and all that now remaina, 
so far as the link is concerned, is for 
sufficient rains to fall to bring the 
lake level and the water throughout 
the greater length of the canal up te 
fts final height of eighty-five feet 
above sea level. 

The water is now at approximately 
forty-eight feet above sea level, and 
the desired depth will be attained, it 
is calculated, not later than Decem- 
ber 1, and should the rainfall in the 
meantime be above the normal, it wiil 
be reached even sooner. As it is not 
intended to opén the sluice gates 
again, the lake may be considered to 
be on its final rise to operating level. 

The lake will have a channel twen- 
ty-one feet deep by October 1, but it 
is not intended to permit the water 
to enter Culebra Cut until the lake 
reaches a level of 78.2 feet above sea 
level, which is the height of the dike 
at Gamboa, protecting the qut from 
flooding through its north end. It is 
expected that this level will be 
reached about November 1. 

The chennel between Gatun and 
Gamboa has been completed since 
July, 1912, With the exception of 
about 300,000 cuble yards of gravel 
washed into it by the Chagres River 
and which is about to be removed by 
dredges. From Gatun to Bohlo no ex- 
cavation was required, except a smal! 
quantity at Pena Blanca; the surface 
of the ground was less than forty fee: 
above sea level and the full lake will 
afford depth enough for the ships. The 
channel needed only to be cleared of 


vegetation and marked with lights 
buoys. 
From Pena Bianca to Tabernilla 


the excavation was mostly in cutting 
off the tops of peninsulas formed by 
the tortuous course of the Chagres. 
The heavy work was from Gan Pablo 
te Gamboa. Total excavations in the 
Chagres district to date has amounted 
to 12,384,655 cubic yards. Including 
what remains to be done, the total ex- 
cavation for the channel through 
Gatun Lake is less than the excava- 
tion accomplished in Culebra Cut

When he arrived in Los Angeles 
from San Francisco, Dixon expected 


to do in four months the work that/- 


has occupied him for, six. He admi 
however, that he found the bd 
climate of Southern California more 
conducive to loafing and inviting his 
soul than strenuous labor. Hence the 
hiatus in time. Now he is going to 
expand his lungs in the high oe 
and so prepare himeeif for his sev 
marathon—and come in ahead of 
time, if possible. 

These notable decorations for «a 
notable house mark a new epoch in 
art in Southern California. They 
without a doubt, a forerunner o 
other glorious things te come. Our 
wealthy home-builders will realize the 
beautiful fitness of decorations 
germane to our traditions and con- 
ditions. Mrs. MeClaughry has set an 
example worthy of all emulation.

of the city, met me on the street and 
asked if I would accept the respon- 
sibility of helping to write a new 
charter for San Francisco. I told 
him I would, and that ts the way I 
got into politics.

It provided for the initiative, 
a modified form of the referendum, 
a maximum wage for city employees, 
and an eight-hour day for men, en- 
gaged in doing work for the munict 
pality. There was a Qght over the 
adoption of the charter, in which I

Fag was nominated for corpore- 
ton counsel. I held the office three 
terms, getting an increased majority at 
each election. The Democrats nominat- 
ed me for Governor in 1902. I went 
through the campaign on $1500. It 
was all the money I had. Though de- 
feated, I ran 63,000 votes ahead of my 
ticket. President Roosevelt made me 
a member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commiesion in 1906. On the last day 
of February, which was Friday, Mr. 
Wiison invited me to. enter his Cabi- 
net. I talked the matter over with 
Mrs. Lane, saying that Mr. Willson 
stood for political principles in which 
I hed believed for thirty years, A 
Cabinet position might permit me to 
help give them concrete form in the 
«ation. I wrote my acceptanice on 
Saturday.” 

“Have you any opinions concerning 
the pubile ownership of railroads?” I 
inquired. 

“None to express at this time, ex- 
cept to state that public ownership is 
a political and an economic question, 
and that it would be a great misfor- 
tune just now were the people to buy 
and try to operate the railroads of the 
country. If government regulation 
fails, the railroads, in my judgment, 
will be taken over by the public. But 
it has not failed, so far. On the con- 
trary, it has been immensely success. 
ful. Our railroads have been bril- 
liantly managed as business enterpris- 
es. Hereafter they must be brilliant- 
ly managed as instrumentalities en. 
gaged in performing a public service 
Rallroad men now understand their 
double responsibility—they realize 
that they must serve the owners of 
the property they manage and also 
the people.”
